New World Steps in to Restore the 
Balance of the Old 

“I called the New World into ex¬ 
istence,” Foreign Minister Canning 
declared in his speech of December 
12, 1826, “to redress the balance of 
the Old.” That was the speech ac¬ 
knowledging the British paternity of 
the Monroe Doctrine. Its sequel has 
come following President Wilson’s 
address proclaiming the principle of 
the Monroe Doctrine for the use of 
the gholc’ world. In his speech in 
parliament on April 18, 1917, Andrew 
Bonar Law, in behalf of all the peo¬ 
ple of the British Empire and the al¬ 
lied countries, welcomed the partici¬ 
pation of the United States in the 
war at its crisis in these words: “The 
new world has stepped in, to restore 
the balance of the old.”—Philadel¬ 
phia Public Ledger.
